The language of this text was 
spoken about the year 152 B. C. 
or nearly three thousand years 
ago. It is God’s servant, Moses 
speaking to the children of Gad 
and the children of Reuben, 
concerning their future down- 
fall providing they would not 
do certain things which they 
were under obligation to do. 
Moreover their fathers had 
failed God, and had by so doing, 
brought discouragement to the 
children of Israel. 

It is understood that these 
children of Gad and Reuben had 
promised to go before the chil- 
dren of Israel to the land of 
promise, hence our text: “But 
if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lord: 
and BE SURE YOUR SIN WILL 
FIND YOU OUT. 

This Scripture is .much like 
the Law of commandments, in 
that it still rings clearin our 
ears as does the command- 
ments as we hear the thunder- 
ings from Mount Sinai. It is 
sad indeed to know that some 
men’s sins are going to follow 
after them and find them out at 
the judgment bar of God; but 
too’ late, too late! John verifies 
this fact in his vision on the 
Isle as we see him write: I saw 
the dead, small and great, stand 
before God, proving that God’s 
judgments are to‘all mankind 
alike and that the judgments of 
God will overtake the man who 
is not washed in the blood of 
the Lamb. 

Over yonder is a city doomed 
to destruction, and everything 
in that city is accursed except 
the silver and gold, Thatis to 
be brought into the Lord’s 
treasury, and according to God’s 
plan Israel soon captures that 
city.

victed of sin, during a revival 
meeting.
